PROBE TAKES 
TWIST 
3 YOUTHS LEFT GIRL IN FROZEN FIELD

Investigation into the death of 
15-year-old M ary Grace Triolo 
of Tullytown took a new twist 
today 
when 
it 
was 
reliably 
learned that three Falls Town­ 
ship youths left the girl in the 
frozen field off Main St. after 
forcing h er to drink whisky. 


The trio had been questioned 
about IO days ago, but was re ­ 
leased by police. Two of the 
youths had told police they offer­ 
ed the girl a ride about 10:15 
the night of Feb. 19, and that 
they had dropped her off at the 
corner of Main St. and Fallsirvg- 
ton Ave. 


That was the last police said 
th e y knew of M a r y G race’s 
whereabouts. The girl, who lived 
at 
75 
Fallsington 
Ave., 
was 
found dead at 6:30 the next m or­ 
ning by a passing motorist. Her 
bruised 
body was- lying face 
down about 20 feet off Main St. 


Today, District Attorney Wil­ 
liam J. Carlin declined comment 
on the report. He did say his 
office was questioning the three 
youths but that no arrests or 
charges have been made. 


Tullytown Police Chief John 
B. Walterick confirmed the fact 
that the three youths, aged 18. 
19 and 20 years, were questioned 
in 
connection 
with 
the girl’s 


death. He said the trio had been 
released at the request of the 
district attorney. 


Two Levittown teenagers re ­ 
portedly picked up M ary Grace 
shortly before IO p.m. in the 
vicinity of the Tullytown Bowl­ 
ing Lanes on Main St. The girl 
reportedly asked to be taken 
home, telling the youths she had 
to care for her father, who had 
suffered a stroke. 


Offered A Ride 


The two youths had told police 
under previous questioning the 
first weekend of the investiga­ 
tion that they had offered the 
girl a ride. No other details 


w*ere given out by police at the 


time. 


However, it’s been authoria- 
tively learned that the two boys 
were later joined by a Fairless 
Hills youth. The three, riding 
in two cars, then reportedly took 
the girl into Falls Township.
